HIGH LIGHTS OF PAROCHIAL HISTORY 
Kensington 


There is reason to believe that the establishment of the serv- 
ices of the church in Kensington dates back to the beginning of 
the eighteenth century if not to a still earlier period. Emmanuel 
Church is located on the site of the ancient village of Shacka- 
maxon (meaning the Place of Kings) which existed long before 
William Penn received his Colonial grant of Pennsylvania from 
King Charles and close to the spot where he made one of his 
treaties with the Indians—Penn Treaty Park. It is not improbable 
that the first. services of the Church of England within what is 
now the City of Philadelphia may have been held somewhere near 
the present location of Emmanuel Church. At all events it is

certain that this is the oldest inhabited section of the city. 
Emmanuel Church was organized in 1836 and admitted to the 
Convention in 1837. 


Preceding Parish 


Efforts to establish a mission or parish of the Episcopal Church 
were begun soon after the setting off of the district of Kensington 
from the Township of Northern Liberties in 1820 and these re- 
sulted in the organization of a parish known as Holy Trinity on 
Queen Street (now Richmond Street) which, after a comparatively 
short and turbulent career, faded out and disappeared to be suc- 
ceeded by the present parish. 


Early Work 


The first half century of the new parish's existence was marked 
by a strong growth and development and a high degree of mission- 
ary zeal that bore fruit in such enterprises as the sending of the 
Rev. John Liggins, an Emmanuel boy, to Japan, where he had the 
honor of being the first priest of the American Church in that 
empire which had recently been thrown open to receive Western 
civilization. The dispatch of Miss Mary Ball, a Bible class teacher 
in the Sunday School, as a missionary at Cape Palmas, Liberia, 
West Africa, where she later married Bishop Auer, who had been 
in charge of Emmanuel Parish, was additional evidence of the 
vigorous enterprise and devotion of the young congregation. Dur-

ing this period the congregation numbered among its members 
persons prominent in various walks of life and among them may 
be mentioned the late Dr. Charles Custis Harrison, former Provost 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 


Retrogression 


During the next thirty years there was retrogression and loss 
due to several causes. The last ten years ending in 1918 were 
marked by internal dissension which left the parish in an almost 
completely wrecked condition. Physical depreciation and decay 
of the church structure was also a prominent factor which, added 
to the rapidly changing population of the neighborhood, crippled 
the congregation to an alarming extent and it seemed improbable 
that the parish could survive. 


Revival 


In May, 1919, a vigorous effort was launched to revive the 
parish and either repair the old church building or erect a new 
one, but there were no funds available for either purpose. The 
erection of a new building rather than the repair of the old defec- 
tive structure was finally determined upon and an active cam- 
paign for subscriptions started. _In less than two years sufficient 
funds were raised to justify building operations and ground was 
broken for the new structure on August 7, 1921, and the work of 
demolishing the old building began next day. The first service 
in the new church was held on New Year's Eve although the 
building was far from finished. The Diocese and various organi- 
zations helped materially with the .finances and the congregation 
gave most generously’ Today a substantial church building has 
been provided of Germantown stone in Gothic style trimmed with 
Indiana limestone with basement for Sunday School and other 
parish purposes. The plant is well furnished and fitted to accom- 
modate a congregation of 300 and the valuation of the property 
has been conservatively placed at upwards of $75,000.00. The 
south transept of the old church was refitted at considerable 
expense and is used for the social needs of the congregation. All 
indebtedness has been fully paid and the church was consecrated 
on January 13, 1929. 


Survey 


The church property on Marlborough Street had apparently 
never been properly surveyed and divergent measurements appeared

on various city maps. A survey was made by the proper city 
authorities and the results accurately mapped so that the borders 
of the church property are now well-defined and the title has been 
insured by the Real Estate-Land Title & Trust Co. — 


Ground Rent and Title Insurance 


Previous to the issue of the above title insurance a ground rent 
that had been placed on the property in the early days and later 
purchased and made a trust with conditional- payment by Thomas 
Powers, of Powers-Weightman-Rosengarten Co., who was then 
accounting warden, with the purpose of fixing the outstanding 
evangelical churchmanship of the parish, was terminated by a quit 
claim deed joined in by all the Powers heirs and duly recorded. 
Thus this cloud that had hung over the property for the best 
part of a century was finally removed and the title clarified. Dur- 
ing these eventful twelve years the amount of the perpetual insur- 
ance on the property has been almost doubled. 


Endowment Fund 


One of the most important accomplishments of the present 
rectorate has been the establishment of a trust for the parish with 
the Pennsylvania Company for Insurances on Lives and Granting 
Annuities. The Endowment Fund now is credited with $1800 from 
the estate of Ann Radcliffe. An award of about $14,000 from the 
estate of William M. Alrich, M.D., will soon be turned over to the 
company. It is expected that about $35,000 additional will be 
realized from the same estate upon the termination of certain life 
estates, and that $10,000 will be received from the estate of A. E: 
Helffenstein, M.D., upon the death of a life beneficiary. It is 
hoped that many in the city and elsewhere who have benefited by 
the ministrations of Emmanuel Church will provide for memorials 
or other bequests that will add materially to this fund and render 
the future of the parish secure. Anyone desiring to devise funds 
may use the following form:

Rules for Holy Communion 


The following suggestions will be found helpful especially by 
those newly confirmed. 


Try to make some real preparation at home, as well as in the 
Church, before receiving. 


Be sure to come to Holy Communion regularly—at least 
monthly, and also on Christmas Day, Easter Day and Whitsunday.

When you come to the Altar Rail, try to kneel as near and 
erect as possible. 


Receive the Bread in the right hand—held open across the 


left hand. Raise both hands to the lips. 


Be sure to grasp the Chalice firmly and guide it to your lips. 

Pray while kneeling at the Altar Rail. Try fully to realize 
what the service means. Pray especially for greater love to God 
and for your neighbor. Offer a prayer of thanksgiving, too. 


When you return to your seat, continue your prayers and 
thanksgiving. Learn to use the rich treasury of devotion in Prayer 
Book and Hymnal. 


Never leave the Church before the Benediction.

Gift of Site 


The ground on which Saint John’s Church, Northern Liber- 
ties, stands is part of a tract of 350 acres of land which Edmond 
Andros, Esq., by patent of the 25th of March, 1676, granted 
unto one Jurian Hartfielder in fee. It is interesting to note, there- 
fore, that William Penn never held title to it. On June 16, 1764, 
William Coats, of the Northern Liberties of the City of Philadel- 
phia in the Province of Pennsylvania, merchant, and Margaret, his 
wife, and seventeen other members of the Coats family, in whom, 
by sundry conveyances and descents the title had become vested, 
by an Indenture or Deed of Trust, for a consideration of five 
shillings, lawful money of Pennsylvania, granted and conveyed

Jacob Duche, Edward Duffield, Michael Hillegas, 
Emanuel Eyre and four other laymen, and the survivors, etc., the 
piece of ground on the south side of Browne Street and the west 
side of Grove (now North American) Street in the Northern Lib- 
erties of the City of Philadelphia, with a breadth of 100 feet on 
Browne Street and a depth of 200 feet, excepting and reserving a 
family pew in the church, IN TRUST nevertheless and to the use, 
intent and purpose that a church shall, within three years next 
ensuing the date hereof, be erected on the said hereby granted lot 
or piece of ground and that the same lot of ground and church 
shall remain and continue forever for the SOLE use, benefit and 
behoof of the present and future inhabitants of the Northern 
Liberties (except as before excepted and reserved) who are or 
shall be members of the established Church of England, agreeable 
to such institutions and form of government as shall, for the better 
ordering and management of the affairs of and relating to the said 
church, be concluded and agreed upon by and between the said 
trustees and the survivors and survivor of them and the heirs and 
assigns of such survivor of the one part and the several contribu- 
tors to the founding, erecting and finishing the said church and 
support of the minister thereof of the other part by an instrument 
of writing under their hands and seals for that purpose, Provided 
always that such institution and form of government shall in no 
part be repugnant or contrary but as near as conveniently may be 
convenient and agreeable to the several laws and statutes made and 
now in force in that part of Great Britain called England, relating 
to the EPISCOPAL CHURCH OF ENGLAND as by law estab- 


lished, and to and for no other use, intent or, purpose whatsoever. 


The Township of*the Northern Liberties was a large tract of 
land lying north of Vine Street between the Delaware and Schuyl- 
kill Rivers, and extended to Roxborough, Germantown and 
Frankford. The population of the township did not grow so rapidly 
as was expected and the church was not erected within the three 
years named in the deed. In 1800 the three surviving trustees 
conveyed the lot to the corporation of Christ Church and St. 
Peter's Church upon the trusts mentioned in the first indenture. 


Deed to Saint John’s Church 


The Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of Christ 
Church, St. Peters Church and St. James’ Church in the City 
of Philadelphia, by indenture dated the sixth day of November, 
A. D. 1816, which recited that “Whereas divers inhabitants of the

Northern Liberties in the City of Philadelphia, members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States which, at the 
time of making and executing the above-mentioned indenture or 
deed of trust between William Coats and others and Jacob Duche 
and others was called the Church of England, but on account of 
the Revolution and change of government in this country since 
that time is called the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, have accomplished the design and intention of the said 
William Coats and others, grantors, in the said recited indenture 
named, founded and erected a church called Saint John’s Church 
on the aforesaid lot of ground situate on the south side of Browne 
Street granted by the said William Coats and others for that pur- 
pose hereinbefore mentioned and have become a corporation and 
body politick in law and fact by the name, style and title of the 
Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of Saint John’s Church in the 
Township of the Northern Liberties in the County of Philadelphia 
and have concluded and agreed with the Rector, Church Wardens 
and Vestrymen of the United Churches of Christ Church, St. Peter's < 
Church and St. James’ Church in the City of Philadelphia agree- 
ably to the proviso contained in the said first recited indenture or 
deed of trust that the government of the said Saint John’s Church 
shall be consonant and agreeable with the laws and subject to the 
government of the said Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, for and in consideration of the premises and $1 lawful 
money granted, bargained and sold the said premises unto the 
Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of Saint John’s Church in the 
Township of the Northern Liberties, their successors and assigns 
forever, subject to the reservations and conditions in the said 
recited deed of trust mentioned and expressed. 


Union with Convention 


Saint John’s Church was admitted into union with the Con- 
vention in 1816, and has maintained its corporate existence and 
membership in the Convention. 


Consolidation Approved by Vestries and Bishop 


By reason of changes of population in its neighborhood, the 
removal of native English speaking people and the incoming of 
aliens, speaking foreign tongues and not members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, both Saint John’s Church and its neighbor,

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Emmanuel Church, Kensington, also in the former Northern Liber- 
ties, became greatly weakened. It was believed that by uniting the 
membership and financial resources of the two parishes, the united 
church would be better able to provide and maintain a house of 
public worship and school house for religious instruction for the 
use of the inhabitants of the former Northern Liberties who are or 
may be members of the Protestant Episcopal Church. At a joint 
meeting of the vestries of the two churches presided over by the 
Rt. Rev. Thomas J. Garland, then Bishop Suffragan, held on 
February 19, 1918, the union of the two parishes was unanimously 
decided upon, and the union met with the approval of the Rt. Rev. 
Philip M. Rhinelander, the Bishop of the Diocese. The continu- 
ance of the war and the collapse and rebuilding of the edifice of 
Emmanuel Church, however, caused delay in the proceedings for 
consolidation. 

Articles of Consolidation Approved by Vestries and Congregations 


Believing that the welfare and convenience of the members of 
the congregations of the two churches would be promoted bv the 
consolidation and merger of the two churches into one corpora- 
tion, to perpetuate in its title, “CHURCH OF SAINT JOHN 
AND EMMANUEL.” the names of both churches, and to have 
its principal place of worship at the present site of Emmanuel 
Church, Kensington, on Marlborough Street above Girard Avenue, 
Philadelphia, articles of consolidation and merger were subsequently 
adopted by both vestries and by the members of both churches 
entitled to vote for vestrymen, as required by a Canon of the 
Diocese and are now under consideration by the Convention of 
the Diocese. 
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Rector 


Since October 1, 1921, both parishes have been under the 
care of the same minister, the Rev. A. Overton Tarrant, M.D., 
Ph.D., who is now rector of both churches. Regular services at 
Saint John’s Church were discontinued at the end of November, 
1921, and the Sunday School was discontinued in June, 1924. 
Occasional services only are held at Saint John’s Church. Regular 
services and a Sunday School for the members of both congrega- 
tions are held at Emmanuel Church.

As part of its settlement work it has 
a small Sunday School, which has no connection with Saint John’s 


Church. 


Trust Funds 


Saint John’s Church owns trust funds amounting to $10,050.00, 
the largest of which was given to provide an income toward the 
salary of the rector and support of its Sunday School. These 
funds were taken unlawfully out of the possession of the vestry 
but it is believed that they will be recovered with accrued inter- 
est which can then be used for the purpose for which the funds 
were given. 


Center of Section Without Churches 


Emmanuel Church is the center of a large section of the North- 
ern Liberties from which several Protestant Episcopal Churches 
have removed. The members of the church residing in this sec- 
tion need the services of their church but are gradually becoming 
less able to support it financially. The consolidation of the two 
weak churches, with their property and endowments, present and 
prospective, should result in the establishment of a united church, 
able, without help from the Diocese, to meet this need.

(NOTE: In Pennsylvania wills making gifts to charity to be 
valid must have two disinterested, subscribing witnesses and must be 
executed thirty days prior to the death of the testator.)
